To the Clergy and Faithful of the Diocese of Fort Wayne: 


In these trying days through which we are passing, it seems that people’s money is 
safest when it is invested in Church securities. Practically every financial institution 
is knocking at the door of Bishops for the opportunity of making loans to diocesan or par- 
ish institutions, believing that pledges for payment on the part of a pastor representing 
the parish and of a Bishop representing the diocese, are one hundred per cent reliable. 

In view of this fact why should the bonds or notes of the diocese be sold by agents 
who must get living and traveling expenses from commissions? Why do not our Catholic 
people buy these notes or bonds direct? 

Several experienced bankers have expressed wonder that when a parish needs money 
there should not be a ready market without commission, at the regular bank deposit rate 
of interest given to the people. It would be well for pastors to ask their people to report 
to them or write to the Chancery Office if they be in the market for church bonds or 
notes, with absolute guarantee of safety at a four per cent rate, for instance, at this time. 

Bankers tell us that they have no trouble at all disposing of Catholic Church notes 
among Catholics and non-Catholics. Why then should the pastor or Bishop have any 
trouble selling the securities directly when it would mean a saving to the parish or dio- 
cese? 

Catholic Church finance would be an easy matter if our people were trained in this 
direction. 

If there was ever a good time to so train the people it is now. After they will have 
once had the very pleasant experience of receiving their interest promptly and their 
money back whenever they want it, they will furnish a ready market for every loan made 
by the diocese at a low rate of interest, without commission.

Lacks Independent Press 

In the United States there is a press 
which enjoys a certain independence, 
In Mexico, up to the present moment, 
there exists no independent press. 
You will not find a journal of large 
circulation and im which 
would dare to initiate a campaign for 
the reform of the Constitution. The 
large journals, if they wish to live, 
must take orders from the Executive 
or his Ministers, If they seem in- 
clined to object, one finds ways of 
bringing them into line, obliging mer- 
chante or directors of spectacles to 
deprive them of advertising, That is 
what has happened to one of the two 
principal papers of Mexico, which 
printed indirect—and prudent, with 
regard to the government—criticiams

Representative System Inefficient 

Un the other hand, the representa 
Live system adopted by Mexico is still 
most inefficient, in the opinion of cer- 
tain visitors from the United States. 
rhe Mexican journals never speak of 
debates in the chambers, even when 
they have them, They are, besides, 
strictly closed to those deputies, even 
though legitimately elected, who do 
not accept the general policy of the 
Government. There are no means of 
creating a change of opinion in favor
